Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I present  herewith  my  first  Annual  Report  as  your  | 
Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  being  the  5hth  of  the 
series, on  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  during  1959. 

As  I only  commenced  dut37  in  June,  detail  in  the  Report 
covers  also  School  Health  Service  activities  during  the 
latter  part  of  Dr.  Thierens*  service  -mitli  the  Counter  Borough 
of  Blackburn, 

Here  may  I offer  a 'personal  tribute  to  Dr,  Thierens' 
thirtA/'-tw'O  years ^ service  w'ith  this  Authority/,  the  very 
iipportant  ’’formative”  3^ears  in  the  development  of  the  school 
health  service, and  refer  to  his  untimely  death  'rhich occurred 
so  tragicall3r  within  four  short  months  of  his  retirement? 

The  Committee  wall  be  aware  that  in  1955  a scheme  for 
the  Divisionalisation  of  the  tow/n  v/as  ap-p roved  and  put  into 
jpartial  effect  the  follo'wing  3mar,  Prom  the  e^qeerience  I 
have  so  far  gained  in  Blackburn,  it  seeims  that  the  scheme 
has  fallen  down,  largely  due  to  the  lack  of  full-time  ilSSlS—  I 
tant  Medical  Officers  and  the  smallness  of  the  three 
Divisions, 

It  is  vitally  inTportant  that  a stable  full-time  staff  ! 
of  school  medical  officers  be  established  in  this  service^  : 
in  order  that  individual  doctors  can  be  allocated  to  schools  j 
in  fixed  areas.  It  is  only  under  such  conditions  that  the  1 

continuit3^  loads  to  proper  rappoid:  bet'ween  teachers  and  ; 
doctors  and  tne  out-dated  routine  inspection  service  be 
expanded  into  one  more  consultative  in  character. 

To  this  end  divisionalisation  is  necessar3r,  I feel, 
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ho'vever,  that  a more  economic  and  efficient  organisa.tion 
v/ould  be  obtedned  nith  b-vo,,  rather  than  three , a'rcas  so 
formed.  Proposals  to  this  effect  have  alread^T-  been  S-pproved 
by  the  Health  Committee  and  submitted  to  the:  appropriate 
Committee  for  the  Huthorit^r’ sfliture  Capital  Porks  programme , 
for  the  constrjLction  of  Health  Centres  in  the  Montague  Street 
and  Bottomgate  areas. 

In  the  meantime,  the  various  services  and  staff  a.re 
being  re-arranged,  a matter  more  easilj^  achieved  nom  that 
three  full-time  Assistant  Medical  Officers  have  been  apjooin- 
ted.  It  is  hoped  tha.t  this  number  'mill  be  ‘increased  to 
four  in  i960,  v/hioh  mill  allow  for  two  full-timers  in  each 
Division. 

I have  tajcen  over  a service  which  has  quietly  developed 
over  the  years  into  one  which  gives  cause  for  much  satisfac- 
tion and  in  which  the  Committee,  I am  sure,  feels  complete 
confidence. 


However,  I have  noted  one  particular  difficultiT-  in  the 
service  which  has  given  the  Committee  cause  for  concern  over 
the  past  few  years  and  v/hich  has  not  been  overcome,  I refer 
to  the  lack  of  Child  Cuidance  Clinic  facilities,  a x^roblem 
not  confined  to  Blackburn  hy  any  means. 

Indeed,  the  problem  is  apparently  so  widespread  that, 
during  1959?  the  Minister  felt  it  desirable  to  issue  a 
Circular  (3W)  on  the  matter,  suggesting  certain  lines  of 
action  betw^een  local  education  authorities  and  hospital 
authorities.  The  Circular  envisages  that  psychiatrists  will 
carry  out  child  guidance  work  as  a part  of  their  Regional 
Hospital  Board  commitments,  v/hilst  the  local  authority  wall 
I be  expected  to  provide  the  premises,  Ps^^chiatric  Social 
Porker,  Bducational  Psychologist  and  clerical  staff.  The 
Minister  asks  to  be  informed  by  30'^^^  June, i960  what  progress 
has  been  made. 

It  is  expected  that  during  the  next  tw^elve  months  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1939,  w/ill  become  fully  operative.  One 
of  its  provisions  is  to  amend  Section  37  of  the  Education 
A_ct,  19A4-.  This  Section  deals  w/ith  the  duty  of  local  educ- 
ation authorities  to  report  to  local  health  authorities  chil- 
dren v/ho  are  found  incapable  cf  receiving  education  at  school 
owing  to  a disability  of  mind.  The  am.ended  Section  is 
re-printed  on  Page  (i)  of  this  Report,  (Appendix) 
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I feel  I should  consent  on  the  condition  of  the  School 
Clinic  facilities.  I ara  quite  sure  the  Committee  is  as 
concerned  as  I about  the  unso.tisfactoim^  state  cf  the  Victoria 
Strcet  Clinics  and  at  the  same  marvel  at  the  quality  and 
amount  of  u'ork  carried  on  there  for  almost  forty  years, 
lo.rgely  v/ith  very  little  structural  improvement.  The  opening 
of  the  prefabricated  extension  in  npril  did  not  materially 
help  ".ith  the  problem  and  the  main  school  clinic  provision 
remains  inadequate,  despite  the  one  major  convenience  - that 
of  . housing  the  greater  part  of  the  sewice  (clinical  and 
administrative)-  under  one  roof.  The  problem  can  only  be 
resolved  v/hen  the  new  Health  Centres  are  built, 

I have  used  up  rather  more  space  in  my  introduction 
than  has  been  customar^^,  in  order  to  put  before  you  the 
XDicturc  as  seen  b,}/  a nev/comer,  I do  not  in  any  -vaj/-  imply 
criticism  of  the  Service  I took  over;  rather  do  I suggest 
what  I feel  are  ways  of  advancing  bc3^ond  the  xoresent 
position. 

About  your  School  Health  Service  staff  I would  add  this; 
I am  particularly  grateful  to  the  loyalt^^  of  the  school 
dental  officers  wiio,  while  v/orilcing  at  half  strength  through- 
out the  3*car'  have  overcome  the  frustrations  of  meeting  too 
many  emergency  extractive  demands  at  the  expense  of  the 
preventive  and  conservative  service,  in  working  conditions 
tiiat  leave  much  to  be  desired,  l,y  thanics  arc  also  duo  to 
the  medical,  nursing,  auxiliary  and  clerical  personnel  for 
their  v/ork  during  the  year  as  very  effective  members  of  the 
School  Health  team. 

In  conclusion,  vjay  I express  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
Ladies  and  G-ent lemon,  my  thanks  for  the  warm  welcome  you 
have  given  me,  I sh-all  continue  to  do  my  best  to  justify 
the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  me.

In  all?  four  hundred  and  eleven  children  were  operated 
upon  during  the  year^  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  at  Queen^  s 
Park  Hospital,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  v/ere  tv/o  hundred 
and  ninety-five  children  on  the  operation  vraiting  list  com- 
piled by  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  department  is  notified cf  all  children  operatedipon 
to  ensure  follow-up  on  discharge. 


Visual  Defects 


The  Authority  has  continued  to  use  the  Supplementary 
Ophthalmic  Services  for  the  suppl^^-  of  spectacles  to  school 
children.  Four  clinics  are  held  each  week,  attended  'by  the 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  Hr,  H,  J,  Mitchell. 

During  1939j  one  thousand  three  hundred  andmxietjr-Bine 
attendances  were  imde  at  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  oph- 
thalnAc  sessions.  Of  these  attenders,  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  v/ere  hov;  cases;  spectacles  wore  prescribed  for  six  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three  children. 


Heart,  Rheumatism  and  Anaemia  Clinic 

During  the  year,  fifty-one  attendances  were  made  at  the 
Heart  Clinic,  v/hich  the  Consultant  Cardiologist  attends  once 
per  month.

I am  indebted  to  TCr.  J.  Rigby,  L.D.S, , principal  Dental 
Officer,  for  the  follondng  report  on  the  v/ork  of-  the  School 
Dental  Service  during  1959:- 


For  the  whole  of  the  current  year  there  were  tv/o  v/hole- 
time  dental  of 'icers  employed  by  the  authority,  and  this 
seems  likely  to  be  the  position  for  some  years  hence*  In 
common  with  most  other  authorities,  there  seems  little  or  no 
prospect  of  increasing  the  staff,  and  certainly  not  as 
regards  full-time  dental  surgeons. 


In  this  borough,  two  officers  represents  one  dental 
surgeon  to  approximately  8,000  school  children,  and  in  order 
to  maintain  an  annual  inspection  of  schools  another  full- 
time dental  surgeon  would  be  required. 

If  one  studies  the  appended  tables,  it  is  apparent  that 
the  pattern  and  volume  of  treatment  is  very  much  as  it  was 
in  1958,  despite  the  absence  owing  to  Illness  of  one  member 
of  the  staff  for  approximately  two  months.  Indeed  the  number 
of  routine  inspections  is  a little  up  on  the  previous  year* 

There  is  one  aspect  of  the  returns  that  merits  atten- 
tion, namely  that  over  the  past  five  years  the  relative  time 
spent  on  inspection  as  compared  v;lth  treatment  has  gradually 
increased*  This  is  brought  about  by  the  lower  acceptance 
rates  for  treatment, necessitating  more  inspections  to  obtain 
the  same  volume  of  work*  However,  it  is  apparent  that  quite 
a proportion  of  children  are  being  treated  In  the  General 
Dental  Services, 

A perusal  of  the  numbers  electing  to  have  treatment  at 
the  clinic  shows  too  that  the  returns  are  best  in  the 
primary  and  infant  departments,  the  secondary  modern  schools 
(particularly  the  boys)  coming  out  in  the  vrorst  light. 

Despite  the  inability  to  do  annual  inspections,  the 
number  of  emergency  cases  is  on  the  decrease  -a  very  welcome 
trend. 

The  number  oOf  cases  appears  to  be  almost  static, 
although  there  has  been  a slight  decrease  of  this  year, 
but  of  course  it  is  still  very  high  at  63,5^o,  In  this 
respect  it  is  thought  that  the  provision  of  a fibrous  food, 
such  as  an  apple,  at  the  mid-morning  break  in  schools,  would 
be  much  wiser  than  the  softer  foods  often  supplied  at 
that  time.  In  addition,  facilities  for  a thorough  rinsing  of 
the  mouth  after  any  between  meal  snacks  would,  I am  sure, 
lead  to  a much  improved  standard  of  oral  hygiene. 
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During  the  forthcoming  year  It  Is  hoped  to  obtain 
further  new  equipment  and  to  Improve  the  waiting  room 
accommodation,  especially  with  regard  to  recovery  facilities 
after  a general  anaesuhctlc*  It  is  felt  that  the  standard 
should  be  eciui*'ralent  to  that  in  private  practice. 

In  the  orthodontic  figures  it  will  be  observed  that 
there  is  a marked  decrease  in  certain  respects.  This  is 
caused  by  the  omission  of  cases  treated  by  extraction  alone, 

I nci dental i:y,  the  Consultant  Orthodontist  has  decided 
as  a Eaatter  of  policy  to  examine  most  of  the  children  on  the 
waiting  list  as  ea3-ly  as  possible.  Accordingly  several 
sessions  have  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  During  these 
visits  the  various  cases  are  sorted  cut  and  priority  for 
treatment  established.  This  has  been  considered  well  v/orth 
while,  as  it  effects  a certain  "weeding  cut"  of  patients. 
Indeed,  on  occasion,  treatment  (i.e,  active  treatment)  may 
not  be  considered  appropriate  beyond  a "chech-up"  every  few 
months.  Naturally  this  means  that  the  more  urgent  cases  ar^^ 
seen  earlier. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thanlt  Dr,  C,  Y,  Howarth,  the 
anaesthetist,  Iir<,  Monks  and  Mr,  Wild  at  the  Royal  Infirmary 
for  their  reedy  help  vvith  referred  cases,*  also  the  teaching 
stdff  at  the  schools,  and  particularly  the  dental  staff  at 
the  Clinics,  for  their  efficient  co-operation  and  help,

The  arrangenents  for  the  ascertainment  of  pupils 
requiring  special  educational  treatment  are  covered  by 
regulation  of  the  minister  of  'dducation* 

During  the  yes-r,  revised  regulations  came  into  effect 
^;hich  revoked  the  School  Health  Service  and  Handicapped 
pupils  RegulationSj  1953.  The  nev/  Regulations  differ  little 
in  essentials  from  those  they  replace  and  mention  is  made 
here  only  to  place  on  recordthe  titles  of  those  Regulations 
i.7hich  affect  the  local  service. 

Those  are; 

1.  The  Medical  Examinations  (Sub-Normal 

Children)  Regulations,  1959 

2.  TheSchool  HealthScrvice  Regulations, 

1959, 

and 

3.  The  Special  Schools  and  Establish- 
ments (Grant)  Regulations,  1959. 

Special  School  Provision  ' 

There  are  three  sxoecial  schools  provided  by  the  Auth- 
ority, an  Open  Air  School  for  Delicate  children, a school  for 
Fartiall3^  Sighted  Pupils  in  Corporation  Park  and  the  pour 
Lanes  End  School  for  Educationally  Subnormal-  Pupils. 

partially  Sighted  Pupils  are  adjoitted  to  the  Special.  S chool 
in  Corporation  Park.  Tt  the  end  of  the  year,  fvelve  chil- 
cbrcn  (six  boys  and  six  girls)  u;ere  in  attendance. 

I append  a report  of  the  School’s  activities  by  the 
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Hoadmaster,  I'.or*  H.  li.  Evans 


”Tlie  year  began  with  l6  children  on  roll,  age  range  7 
years  to  IJ4  plus.  Of  these,  9 children  v;ere  extra-district. 
During  the  year  3 boys  and  3 girls  left,  and  two  boys  v/ere 
admitted,  thus  the  number  on  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  v/as 
12-6  boys  and  an  equal  number  of  girlSo  The  age  range  ves 
then  7 years  to  13  plus,  and  there  were  4 Blackburn  children 
only,  the  other  8 being  extra  district. 

In  January  the  heating  of  the  school  V'/as  greatly 
improved  by  the  removal  of  five  inefficient  and  badly 
corroded  electric  wall  heaters  and  the  installation  of  five 
new  Radisil  infra-red  heaters.  The  amount  of  daylight 
entering  the  classroom  was  also  considera^bly  increased  by 
the  removal  of  the  very  old  leaded  lights  high  up  on  the 
classroom  vmlls  beneath  the  eaves  and  the  substitution  of 
plain  netting-reinforced  glass. 

Early  in  Septemeber,  as  a result  of  the  Ministry^ of 
Education  Circular  3-49  re  School  Meals,  a request  was  made 
for  a Supervisor  to  be  appointed  to  take  complete  charge  of 
the  children  from  noon  up  to  the  time  for  afternoon  school, 
and  to  supervise  at  their  mid-day  meal.  This  request  was 
immediately  granted  and  the  lady  appointed  has  proved  to  be 
most  satisfactory.  After  the  summer  holidays,  • as  a result 
of  the  three  senior  and  least  handicapped  girls  having  left, 
a new  situation  arose  concerning  the  toilet  and  hygiene 
requirements  of  the  girls  remaining  in  the  school.  Hitherto 
there  had  always  been  senior  girls  willing  and  able-  to  ass- 
ist the  physically  handicapped  girls  but  now  the  older  girls 
remaining  were  themselves  physically  handicapped.  Since 
there  was  no  lady  member  of  the  staff  in  school  during  the 
afternoon  sessions,  it  was  necessary  to  appoint  a lady  to 
deal  with  toilet  and  hygiene  requirements  of  the  girls.  The 
Education  Coniimittee  gave  immediate  sanction  for  this  and  the 
lady  appointed  also  assists  v^ith  simple  craftwork  which  is 
done  in  the  afternoon  sessions. 

In  September,  the  older  boys  joined  the  girls  at  their 
Domestic  Science  classes  at  Regent  Street,  an  experiment 
which  has  proved  to  be  most  popular  and  wsuccessful.  The  Head 
Girl  also  talies  typing  lessons  in  school  twice  a week  on  a 
new  portable  machine  provided  by  her  parents. 

Attendances  throughout  the  year  were  good,  and  parents 
on  the  whole  took  advantage  of  BaC,G,  and  Polio  facilities, 

careful  observation  and  attention  to  childrens s 'con- 
versations has  convinced  the  Headiraster  that  the  children  in 
his  charge  are  seeing  far  too  much  television  in  the  evenings 
and  at  weekends,  A hint  vds  given  to  parents  at  the  end  of 
1958,  but  at  the  end  of  this  year  the  situation  has  not 
improved.  It  is  felt  that  conscientious  effort  on  the  part 
of  medical  and  teaching  staff  to  prevserve  and  if  possible 
improve  the  vision  of  these  partially-sighted  children  is 
being  considerably  defeated  by  this  indiscriminate  and 
lengthy  viewing  of  television.  Certainly  the  effect  on  the 
children  is  readily  apparent,  particularly  in  the  mornings. 
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This  point  was  stressed  a little  more  forcibly  when  the 
majority  of  parents  attended  our  Christmas  festivities ot  the 
end  of  this  year.

Pupils  are  selected  for  admissioii  by  the  School  I/Iedical  ; 
Officer  who  re-examines  them  on  admission  to  the  school  and  ' 
at  regular  intervals  thereafter.  During  the  year,  six  j 
hundred  and  nineteen  such  inspections  v/ere  made. 

Each  child  has  milk  'twice  a day  (taken  with  biscuit  or  1 
sand'/ich)  and  a hot  mid-day  meal;  there  is  a dailyrstst^riod 
of  one  hour.  One  hundred  aid  thirty-two  children  have  undergone 
courses  of  adexolin,  fersolate,  o.nd  other  tonics. 

Children  suffering  from  Asthjna  have  breathing  and 
postural  exorcises  from  one  of  the  Health  Department  Physio- 
therapists, Each  child  is  given  a weekly  shov/er  bath  and  is 
weighed  at  least  once  a month.  The  School  Medical  Officer 
examines  each  child  at  least  everj.^  three  months,  v/hilst  the  , 
School  Hurse  carried  out  regular  cleanliness  inspect ions, and 
gave  87  children  treatment  for  minor  ailments. 

Attendances  during  1959  wore  satisfactory;  average 
attondCi.nce  was  lAl«4,the  highest  weekly  percentage  cf  average  ; 
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attendance  being  94.2  per  cent

"The  flexible  organisation  of  the  school, 
developed  since  its  inception  in  195^,  has  been 
mintained  throughout  the  year,  although  problems 
connected  V'/ith  the  physical  limitations  of  the 
premises  and  an  Increasing  variety  of  priority 
cases  on  the  miting  list  have  become  more  and 
more  complex,  I3earing  in  mind  that  Ministry  Reg- 
ulations allov^  a maximum  of  100  children  to  be  in 
attendance,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  during 
the  year  the  number  on  roll  was  99  for  k weeks, 100 
for  19  weeks, 101  for  l6  weeks  and  102  for  3 v^eeks. 
I am  of  the  opinion  that,  it  is  a fliorti-fiighted 
policy  to  exceed  the  numbers  allowed  on  the 
grounds  of  administrative  convenience,  since  ttMs 
can  only  lead  to  limitations  on  the  extent  of  our 
remedial  work,  The  limitation  on  the  slae  of 
classes  in  all  E,S,N,  schools  Is  imposed  because 
it  is  officially  recognised  that  the  smaller  the 
group  the  more  effective  and  individual  can  the 
teaching  be. 

During  the  year  31  children  were  admitted  and 
and  27  left.Of  the  leavers  23  left  for  employment, 
.1  left  tov/n,  2 were  transferred  to  residential 
schools  and  1 was  transferred  to  a Secondary 
Modern  School.  At  one  period  some  misconception 
arose  in  the  public  mind  regarding  the  poor  pros- 
pect ‘ of  . employment  for  children  attending  this 
school.  This  vjas  due  to  mis-statements  made  in  a 
letter  to  the  Press  which  were  corrected  after  T 
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had  interviewed  the  va''iter  and  pointed  out  the  true  position.  Dy  the 
end  of  1959  total  of  57  children  had  left  for  employijent  and,  with 
the  exception  of  2 only,  had  little  difficulty  in  securing  it,  a very 
high  proportion  by  their  ov;n  efforts.  Although  the  tv70  v/ho  left  at 
Easter,  are  not  yet  in  work,  I feel  that  other  factors  other  than  un- 
eraployability  are  operating  in  each  case.  As  I mentioned  in  last  . 
year's  report  the  records  of  changes  of  employment  seem  to  suggest 
that  our  children  retain  their  initial  employment  more  frequently  than 
similar  children  from  other  schools. 

The  long  r?-nge  policy  of  balancing  the  age  groups  within  the 
school  is  still  far  from  being  implemented,  although  the  sex  balance 
is  now  reasonably  representative  (national  605S  boys,  girls  E.S.N, 

- Four  Lanes'  End  50  boys,  girls) ^ Since  1954  I have  been  attempt- 
ing to  adjust  the  disproportion  in  age  groups  by  asking  that  the 
waiting  list  should  be  predominantly  composed  of  children  in  the  lov/er 
age  groups,  but  various  factors  outside  my  control  have  made  this  Im- 
possible, Indeed  an  examination  of  the  following  table  v/ill  show  that 
the  lack  of  balance  has  become  more  marked  -

To  instance  one  effect  only  of  this  disparity  - In  the  youngest 
class  there  are  children  aged  10,  9#  0,  7 and  6,  The  problems  raised 
by  such  a class,  both  to  the  teachers  and  the  children,  can  best  be 
left  to  the  imagination, 

I feel  that  the  main  difficulty  arises  from  the  somewhat  casual 
vsy  in  v;hich  suspected  E.S.M,  children  are  brought  to  the  attention  of 
Authority  despite  tha  fact  that  the  194^1  Education  Act  requires  each 
Local  Education  Authority  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  E,S,N,problem 
in  its  own  area.  It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  extension  of  accommod- 
ation for  E.S.N,  children  will  necessitate  a more  systematic  method 
of  notifying  children  to  the  Medical  Officer  for  aacertainment. 

For  tlie  second  year  running  I have  pleasure  in  reporting  gratify- 
ing swimming  successes  in  the  non-competitive  field.  In  addition  to 
the  more  usual  certificates  11  elementary  style  certificates,  5 
elementary  life  saving  certi f icates  and  10  intermediate  life-saving 
certificates' have’ been  gained  during  the  season. 

The  perennial  problem  of  adequate  practical  instruction  for  the 
senior  children  in  Handicraft  and  Housecraft  is  still  unsolved,  Dy 
the  end  of  the  year  42  boys  and  28  girls  were  eligible  by  age  to 
receive  such  instruction  (seven  sessions  required^.  In  fact  only  11 
boys  and  18  girls  were  provided  for  (three  sessions).  The  whole 
situation  is  to  be  deplored  since  of  all  school  subjects  these  two  are 
those  which  could  so  easily  be  developed  and  pursued  ia  adiilttllje,. 

As  I have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  results  of  our 
efforts  to  stabilise  these  children  cannot  be  shovm  statistically  but 
again  I huve  been  much  impressed  by  the  volume  of  7» out side”  reports, 
in  particular  from  parents,  regarding  developments  in  social  compet- 
ence, general  confidence  and  emotional  stability  in  their  children. 
Statistics  obtained  by  testing  are  normally  used  within  the  school 
to  gdUge  the  efficiency  of  teaching  methods  as  well  as  the  response  of 
the  pupils,  I personally  carry  out  an  annual  test  in  Number  and 
Reading  with  each  child  using  Schonell's  standardised  tests.  As  the 
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English  results  can  be  more  easily  expressed  in  a form  understandable 
to  the  layman,  I append  an  analysis  of  the  1959  results  together  v/ith 
some  comparisons  with  previous  years.  "Non-starter”  is  my  own  term 
for  a child  Who  falls  to  score  on  the  test,  the  lower  limit  of  vAilch 
is., a,  reading  age  of  five  years.  For  an  interpretation  of  the  ■'/alue 
attached  to  a specific  reading  age  it  is  usually  taken  that  a reading 
age  of  10  enables  a person  to  read  and  reasonably  understand  a dally 
ne'wspap'er  of  the  more  popular  type  i.e,  relatively  short  news  items 


and  a plenitude  of  illustrations  (usually  of  a

In  12  months  teaching  this  type  of  child  cannot  be  expected  to 
increase  his  reading  age  by  anything  approaching  12  months  because  of 
his  limited  mental  ability  but  an  analysis  of  the  increases  shown 
during  the  year  gives  some  indication  of  the  success  achieved  by  both 
the  teachers  and  the  children.

I realise  that  figures  can  be  made  to  prove  anything  but  I am 
becoming  more  and  more  convinced  that  the  real  results  will  be 
expressed  in  terms  of  human  happiness  and  mental  v;ell-belng  in  the 
years  to  come.  Unfortunately  this  will  not  apply  to  the  handful  of 
children  wiio  require  our  help  most  - the  maladjusted  ones.  The 
impasse  regarding  treatment  in  a Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  apparently 
as  far  away  from  a solution  as  it  has  ever  been.  I would  again  point 
out  that  difficulties  only  exist  to  be  overcome. 
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In  an  attempt  to  overcome  the  paucity  of  experience  of  many  of 
our  children  we  hs.ve  gradually  extended  during  the  year  the  scope  of 
our  out-of-school  visits.  We  are  regular  visitors  to  such  things  as 
book  displays,  art  exhibitions,  show  houses  on  new  estates  and  have 
undertaken  longer  and  longer  walks  in  the  surrounding  countryside, 
culminating  in  joining  an  organised  trip  to  Chester,  The  children  have 
exceeded  our  expectations  in  their  conduct  and  behaviour  and  we  are 
hoping  to  develop  this  side  of  our  activities  on  a larger  scale. 

Staffing  difficulties  and  illness  have  interfered  with  the  work 
of  the  speech  therapist  but  much  useful  treatment  has:been  given  in 
the  weekly  session  in  school.  Full  co-operation  from  most  of  the 
municipal  services  connected  v/ith  . the  welfare  of  children  has  been 
received  tiiroughout  the  year,  in  particular  from  the  Health  Services, 

I am  especially  grateful  for  the  help  given  to  me  at  all  tines  by  all 
members  of  this  service  - both  officially  and  unofficially,  I an  also 
indebted  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  his  staff  for  consider- 
ation and  help,  I must  again  call  attention  to  the  devoted  work  of  my 
staff.  Anyone  who  is  in  contact  with  E^S.M, . children  will  realise 
that  particular  qualities  are  required  over  and  above  teaching  ' 

ability.  They  are  to  be  found  in  good  measure  in  each  of  my  staff,  <

I aiTj  in  debt  ed  to  the  Chief  ducat  ion  Officer  for  the 
follov/ing  Report  on  ph.ysical  Education  in  the  schools. 


One  must  admit,  wiien  comparing  conditions  and  physical 
standards  with  those  of  25  or  50  years  ago,  that  there  has 
been  considerable  improvement  in  the  prevision  of  facilities 
and  all  rotLnd  development  of  the  school  child.  Physical 
Education  is  an  integral  part  of  education  and  it  must  be 
noted  that  physical  education  pays  an  important  contribution 
to  the  carefully  planned  general  education  of  the  child. 


It  Is  pleasing  to  take  stock  of  the  exvellent  facilities 
for  all  branches  of  piiysical  education  '/vhich  have  been  provi- 
ded for  at  the  nev;  Shadsworth  Secondary  School.  There  is  a 
well-equipped  light  andgvveli-ventilated  70^  z hO’  gymnasium 
with  adequate  storage  for  portable  apparatus  and  games  equip- 
ment, First  class  changing  and  shov^ehing  facilities  are  av- 
ailable for  both  boys  and  girls.  ^Some  sixteen  acres  of 
playing  fields  have  been  reclaimed  on  existing  levels  from 
open  gracing  land„  This  allows  for  the  provision  of  three 
football  pitches  and  three  hockey  pitches,  A cricket  square 
has  been  provided  for  match  play  and  it  is  possible  to  mark 
out  a liko  yards  athletics  track.  No  doubt  this  wise  planning 
will  have  its  due  reward  in  the  years  to  come. 


GAPES  AND  ATHLETICS 


Once  again  considerable  interest  and  enthusiasm  have 
been  shovm  in  our  local  competitions  and  school  sports. 


The  Blackburn  representative  team  progressed  a fair 
distance  in  the  Lancashire  and  English  Schools^  Football  Com- 
petitions, The  Technical  and  Grammar  School  won  the  Lancash- 
ire Individual  Schools*  Trophy,  - This  is  the'  first  time. a 
Blackburn  School  has  won  the  trophy  or  even  reached ^e  final. 


Schools  in  general  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  correct 
approach 'to  games  and  atlileticSe  Most  of  our  schools  are 
making  a determined  effort  to  encourage  children  to  change 
into  the  correct  kit  for  games  and  athletics.

The  time-tables  at  the  three  swimiiiing  baths  are 
completely  filled,  and  it  is  difficult  to  meet  all  require- 
ments for  adequate  swimming  instruction  for  all  children  of 
suitable  age.  Every  school  is  catered  for  on  the  prograimmes, 
but  a new  swimming  bath  (or  baths)  is  badly  needed  so  that 
more  children  could  receive  instruction  for  more  than  one  or 
two  seasons. 


The  standard  of  entrants  for  the  Style  Certificates  vas 
uniformly  good  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  an  increasing 
improvement  in  st:le  throughout  the  schools.  Once  again  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  examinations  were  well  attended, 
and  the  awards  gained  this  year  showed  a most  encouraging 
increase  on  the  previous  year.

57*T  (1)  Iti  shall  be  the  duty' of  every  local  education  authority  to  ascertain 
what  children  in  their  area  are  suffering  fron  a disability  of  nind  of "such  a 
nature  or  to  such  an  extent  as  to  nake  then  unsuitable  for  education  at  school; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  that  duty  any  officer  of  a local  education 
authority  authorised  in  that  behalf-  by  the  authority  my  be  notice  in  v;riting 
served  upon  the  parent  of  any  child  who  has  attained  the  age  of  tvro  years 
require  him  to  submit  the  child  for  examination  by  a medical  offlter  of  the 
authority, 

{2J  If  a parent  upon  v/hom  such  a notice  is  served  fails  without  reasonable 
excuse  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  notice,  he  shall  be  liable  on 
suTiiioary  conviction  to  a fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds, 

(3)  before  any  child  is  medically  examined  as  aforesaid,  the  local 
education  authority  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  parent  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  the  examination  v^ill  be  held,  and  the  parent  shall  be  entitled  to
